The prior art of record does not teach wherein a pressure space is formed between the 
convex side of the at least one bending area of the at least one plate-shaped element and the 
housing and the pressure space can be acted on with excess pressure of a pressure medium which 
can be supplied to the housing; wherein the at least one plate-shaped element is so constructed 
that when the pressure space is acted on with excess pressure provided to attain or increase 
clamping or braking forces, a movement of the second end of the at least one plate-shaped 
element takes place in the direction of the prcssurizablc element as a result of a reduction of the 
curvature of the bending area; or an increase in the clamping and/or braking forces, which can be 
transferred to the object by pressurizable element, is brought about.
